statement with the regenerated optimization to perform one of fetching data from 
the data store and inserting data into the data store". 

The dependent claims of claim 1 , being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled 
by the section are also allowed. 

As per claim 10, the prior art of record, alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest the combination steps as recited in the claim. Agarwal in view of and 
further in view of Kaluskar and further in view of Hayes does not teach the following 
limitation:
